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PROPOSED CHANGES IN BY-LAWS 

Under Article I - Dues, add as Section 2: 
"Life membership, in lieu of annual 
dues, shall be available as follows: $50 
for any person 25 years old or younger; 

$10 for any person aged 65 or older; 
between age 25 and 65 the fee shall be $1 
less for each year over age 25 . Age shall 
be based on Jan. 1 of the year life mem- 
bership is purchased. A special member- 
ship card shall be provided. Life members 
may retain their original number or be 
assigned a lower one if available. Life 
membership fees shall be deposited in a 
special fund which may be drawn on in 
amount equal to annual dues of those mem- 
bers each year." 

To be added as Section 3: 

Honorary Life Membership may be 
awarded a person who has made an outstand- 
ing contribution to this association. 
Nominations for this award must be made 
in writing and be approved by the Board 
of Directors and by a majority vote at a 
general membership meeting. Persons re- 
ceiving this award shall henceforth pay 
no dues and have a capital H added to their 
membership number. Anyone who is already 
a paid Life Member when this award is given 
shall receive a refund of $10 plus $1 for 
each year under age 65 . 

Under Article II, add as Section 2: 

Charter membership numbers may be re- 
tained as long as dues are paid, and re- 
instatement may be made by paying back 
dues up to 3 years. After dues are delin- 
quent for 3 years a charter member’s num- 
ber may be assigned to a life member. 

Article V, Sec. 1, add "Treasurer shall 
be bonded". 

Article VII, Seal 

The Seal of the New Hampshire Numis- 
matic Association shall be of the design 
adopted in 1963 and it shall be used only 
in connection with official business of 
this Association unless approved for other 
use by the Board of Directors. 

Article VIII, Conventions 

Conventions may be held at times and 
places designated by the Board of Direc- 
tors .

WOOEEN NICKEL BATTLE 

Concord Bicentennial committee got 
quite disturbed when they discovered on 
the eve of their release of 55,OCO wooden 
nickels that local numismatists were al- 
ready selling wooden nickels featuring 
the Concord Coach emblem. Wayne Rich 
represented numismatists at an emergency 
meeting of the committee and sold them 
100 sets of the numismatic nickels after 
agreeing to redeem any of the unofficial 
nickels turned in for redemption. The 
controversy roused the curiosity of a 
local reporter vho asked for a ruling of 
the Treasury Dept, on the legality of the 
wooden nickels* Stores accepting wooden 
nickels were ruled out but the public 
grabbed the illegal official nickels and 
redeemed less than 500 of the 55,000 
issued. The official varieties all had 
a Concord Coach on one side. Reverses were 
Old Man of The Mountain, red; State House, 
black; Centennial Belle, blue; and Bro- 
ther of the Brush, green. They are now 
advertised at $1 per set of 4. 

Unofficial varieties included: Tri- 

State Exhibition in red and green; prairie 
schooner, brown; Grovenor C. Nudd, purple: 
and Wayne S. Rich, green. These feature 
a Concord Coach drawn by Marvin Perkins 
with much more detail than the official 
varieties. (issue 500 each) 
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12. Jan. 26, 1776*. Authorized on Jan. 26, 177 6 was an issue of 20,080 pounds and 16 
shillings in bills to be redeemed 1783 to 1786. The issue was to be 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 
DOLLAR denominations with 3176 of each, which would be about 800 of each redemption date 
This issue is rare with none in either Mass. Historical Society or American Antiquarian 
Society. 

New Hampshire declared independence Jan. 5> 1776, six months before the nation, and 
this probably explains the DOLLAR denominations. They were figured at six shillings to 
the dollar. "For defense of American Liberty" is interspersed in right border on the 
$6. note. The committee to secure paper and superintend the press was Mescheck Weare, 
Esq. and Doc. Ievi Dearborn. Their names are found interspersed in the design above and 
below the date on the $6. note. (We wonder if the vanity of these men caused as much 
furore as the V.D.B.) The reverse shows they were printed by Daniel Fowle, Portsmouth, 
1776. 


13. June 28, 1776. To fill the need for small change it was voted that "there be forth 
with emitted on the credit of the Colony the sum of 3400 pounds in the manner following, 
vis: 6000 bills in each of the following denominations: 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, and 10 pence, 

1 shilling, 1 shilling-3 pence, 2 shillings, and 4 shillings; whereof 1700 pounds be 
redeemed by a tax on the polls and estates of the rateable inhabitants of this colony by 
the 26th day of Jan. 1787 and the remaining 1700 pounds by Jan. 26, 1788. Altho not 
starred by Wayte Raymond they seem to be rarer than the starred Aug. 1775 issue. I have 
located none of the 4 pence or 1 shilling-3 pence and only one to 3 specimens of others, 
and these are usually in poor condition. It is interesting to note that altho DOLLAR 
denominations were used for larger notes, the shillings and pence were used for small 
change. The committee appointed to sign this issue included Noah Emery, Esq., Capt. 
Pierce Long, John Smith, Phillips White, Esq., Maj. Samuel Philbrick, and Maj. Benjamin 
Barker 


14. July 3, 1776*. An issue of 20,160 pounds was voted to consist of 3200 each of the 
$6, $5, $4, $3, $2, and $1 denominations, to be redeemed 1789 to 1792, to be of same 
form as the Jan. 26, 1776 issue. Dearborn and Weare were again the committee to procure 
materials and superintend the press and it is interesting to note that their names are 
still in the design of the $6 note. "Pro bono publico" (for good of the public) and 
"liberty and property" are substituted on the $5 note. "Nil Desperandum" is on the $4 
note. "Sub vertute Speramus" (we look for overthrow) and the denomination are substi- 
tuted on the $3 note. "For Liberty" on $3, $4, and $5 replaces the longer motto of the 
$6 note. The reverses are only slightly changed. The two notes shown here are only 
specimens of this issue jseen in my search to date. I believe obverses of Jan. and July 
issues were same exceptfor date. Signers were Phillips White, Esq., Mr. John Smith, 
and Mr. Josiah Moulton, III, or any two of them. 

15. \\r \ , ~ ' 1777 . Authorized Jan. 14, 1777 and. Apr. 1, 1777 to be paid in 4 years with 
interest at 6fo were 3000 five pound and 1500 ten pound notes to pay bounties to Contin- 
ental troops. These were type set with ornamental borders. Month and day of issuance 
were handwritten. Signers were Noah Emery, Nicholas Gilman, and John Smith. 

15a. Mar. 5> 1778 an issue of 40,000 pounds, half in five pound and half in 10 pound 
notes was authorized. These had redemption date "178_" with last figure to be hand 
written and the full date of issue was doubtless handwritten. (These "bounty notes" 
must be very rare as I do not know of any existing specimens.) 

16. Apr. 29, 1780. This issue printed by Hall & Sellers and guaranteed by the United 
States was issued in same denominations and similar design by Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, and Virginia as well as New Hampshire. It is 
the only issue of New Hampshire Colonial currency priced in Wayte Raymond and in 1940 
all denominations were listed at $2.50 for good and $5 for fine when hole cancelled as 
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16. (continued) 

usual, and they -were valued at twice these prices if uncancelled. All denominations are 
about 2 3/4 x 3 3/4 long and were printed in sheets containing one of each value, ar- 
ranged $5 and $1 in top row, $7 and $2, in next row, $8 and $3 in 3rd. row, and $20 and 
$4 in bottom row. The possibly unique sheet has each note numbered 5011 and all notes 
signed and all hole cancelled. These were payable by Dec. 31, 1786 with interest at 5$ 
in Spanish Milled Dollars. They read "State of New Hampshire" instead of Colony. In- 
terest, monthly and annually, is shown in shillings, pence and at rate of six shillings 
to the dollar . 

The reverses of these notes have "THE UNITED STATES" upside down at the bottom and 
at the top have "THE UNITED STATES" and denomination spelled out. They each have a 
vignette in the center identical to those used on Continental Currency for the same 
denomination, except that the center is replaced by a diamond shaped blotch of red. The 
vignettes and their meanings are as follows: 

$1. basket and acanthus (prickly leafed Mediterranean plant) Depressa Resurgit - Though 
pressed down it rises again. 

$2. hand and flail, Tribulatio Ditat - Affliction enriches. 

$3. heron and eagle fighting, Exitus in Dubio est - The end is in doubt. 

$4. boar and spear, Aut mors aut vita decora - Either death or an honorable life. 

$5. hand and bush, Sustine Vel Abstine - Sustain or Abstain. 

$7. tempest, Serenabit - It will Clear Up. 

$8. harp, Major a minoribus consonant - The greater ones sound in harmony with the smaller 
$20. wind blowing over ocean, Vi Concitatae - Driven by Violence. 

All bear inscription "The United States insures the payment of the within bill, and 
will draw bills of exchange for the interest annually, if demanded, according to resolu- 
tion of Congress, of the 18th of March, 1780. (Signed) J. T. Gihnan. Some seen signed 
"Jn. Taylor Gilman". Also "Printed by Hall and Sellers" on each, either near bottom or 
below vignette . 

Postscripts: An interesting document in the form of a handbill 9^ x 15 inches 

dated June 30, 1781 proclaims: "AN ACT to ascertain the time for the old Continental bills 

now current in this state to be received into the Treasury for taxes." 

"Whereas it is found necessary that this state's quota of Old Continental Bills of 
credit should be called into the Treasury as soon as may be, in order that the same may 
be destroyed: Therefore be it enacted by the Council and the House of Representatives 

in General Assembly convened, and by authority of the same, That the Old Continental 
Currency may be received into the treasury towards the tax of the current year, until the 
23 day of July next and no longer". (The next 3 paragraphs refer to receiving above 
currency from non-residents, and state that notes may not be received for any balance due 
the state prior to 1780. Also that Constables and collectors of taxes shall not be obli- 
ged to receive the notes after July 18, 1781) "And be it further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, that the said Constables and Collectors of Taxes shall and may receive the 
Notes called Depreciation Notes, issued by this state, that were payable by the 31st of 
Dec. last, estimating one pound of said notes equal to one pound, seventeen shillings 
and six pence in bills of the new emission. And notes issued by this state of ten pounds 
and five pounds called Bounty Notes, estimating one pound of said notes equal to one 
pound of said new emission, for the taxes of the current year, provided said notes be 
brought into the treasury by the first day of October next ensuing, any Law, Custom, or 
Usage to the Contrary notwithstanding." 

This bill was read a Third time and VOTED, that it pass to be enacted. .Sent up for 
Concurrence. John Langdon, Speaker. In House of Representatives, June 29, 1781. 

This bill was read a Third time and voted, that the same be enacted. M. Weare, 
President, in Council, June 30, 1781. Copy examined by E. Thompson, Secretary. 

This document poses a question or two. Did the author perhaps confuse the Dec. 31 
date on the new I78O series with the Dec. 20 date on the Nov. 3, 1775 issue, 6000 pounds 
of which fell due in Dec. I78O? If this is true, as it appears to be, then that issue 
had depreciated almost 50$ and was known as Depreciation Notes, and one question is 
answered.
